stilling into a child a sense of blind obedience which cannot fail to have a most 
pernicious effect upon his development and his future usefulness. 


You may stifle his Individuality,, kill his powers of Initiative and destroy his 


self respect, and yon will tliuS establish faults of character which can never be' 
eradicated.

On the other hand, if a child grows lip with practically.no external author- 


ity to guide Us actions the Cuults of character which will develop under such 
circumstances are almost certain in the vast majority otcases to be remedied by 
the free contact with oilier personalities in the roufh and tumble-'of life.—Uy 
John pewcy, I'rotessor of Philosophy, Columbia University.

"Problems sociological, ethical, and 


particularly, governmental, have taken 
new angles and drastic overturns since 
that great over-seas conflict burst Into 
lamejess than ten months ago. Many 
of us, ,tho most of us, had become al- 
most convinced, that the last war be- 
tween any of tho great nations of the 
earth had been written In tho bflok of 
history. 'It was expected that the IQSS 
advanced nations, those that, we had 
been pleased to term the less civilized, 
would for a few years, or until the 
self-styled 
clyili/.ed 
governments 


should say them nay, these nations of 
"savages" would continue to fly at each 
other. 
But the calmer 
and 
great- 


hearted i'big-fcllows," Great Britain, 
France, Germany, the United States, 
would soon grasp tho cars of these lit- 
tle squabllng .children an dhalt them In 
their murderous behavior.- 


If it were not all so horrible, it would 


be ludicrous that these great pacifica- 
tor's, All but our own nation, suddenly 
flew at each other in*a fury, in a dis- 
regard for life, and for many of the 
usual rules of war, never before known, 
really out-IIeroding Herod in blood- 
Ihirstiness. 


Our minds have been in a whirl un- 


der the spell of this great sata^trophe. 
It has seemed sc, unreal to me/that,! 
have been compelled almost to pinch 
myself to force realization that' It. has 
not 'been a history of events of .cen- 
turies ago that 1 have read in the 
papers from day to day. 


And I believe my great, difficulty in 


convincing my reason that these things 
are of today has arisen from this gen- 
eral belief by the most of us that I first 
referred to—that is, to the-wide-spread 
acceptance of the opinion that war 
was no longer possible; that disagree- 
ments between nations would bs set- 
tled by arbitration. 


But, 
If it was a "fona dream," it is 


not tho llrst in tho experience of the 
human race that has been shattered. 
Nations of 
seeming 
Imperishability 


have risen but to fall. Other civiliza- 
tions than that of today have broken 
before savagery and the prophecy is 
now heard 'that this great European 
war presages tho downfall of what we 
have flattered ourselves is the highest 
culture of human experiece. 


I cannot and do not subscribe to 


this gloomy prediction. This war, for 
the nations engaged, will seriously re- 
tard material prosperity; but It'cannot 
for long delay the great onward march 
of man to belter tilings. 


Nevertheless, it makes the American 


'citizen reach out to feel the edge of his 
sword, not from an awakening-of any 
war spirit, but simply from a stimulus 
of his btimp of caulion. And he finds 


Is siyord far from sharp, and he real- 
xcs how illy is he prepared to defend 
ils hearth and fire-side. 


Yt'eapons of offense of defense are 


not today tho product of a fow weeks 
or months of labor. No longer can a 
Commodore Perry build a victorious 1 
licet In a few weeks after thfi wood- 
choppers begin to fell the green trees. 
We, as a nation, have been hilled Int/J 
security by .this ever present feeling 
that war was no more. 


Hut xour citizenry 
will 
display a 


patriotism no less heroic than did that 
of tho time of Paul Jones if our bo- 


Jcct of altack. Tho mon and women 
of-thcso United. States havi 
.today, 


oven a moio blessed thing to preserve 
than did our forelnthcra oC a century 
iiKO. It was then n light for liberty. 
It would" be today a fight to preserve 11 
united nation living in the midst oC 
plenty and in the enjoyment of a high 
culture.
